If the South, Associated Press Writer 
lrancis M, LeMay suggested recently would 
take a good look at what it puts on the 
dinner table, it might discover a solution 
for its farm problem. How many items of 
food are there on the table that were 
brought from afar, though many of them 
could have been produced within the re- 
gion? t~ oto |S 

The South, Mr. LeMay pointed out, 
though one of the largest and most suit- 
able agricultural areas of the world, does 
not begin to feed itself. A spot check he 
rade in Alabama indicated that only 15 
percent of the fresh vegetables sold on the 
Birmingham market were grown in the 
state, and virtually all of the canned, fro- 
zen and packaged foods consumed in this 
city are imported from the West and North. 


We of the South Do Not Feed Ourselves 


The region imports from other areas hund- 
reds of millions of dollars worth of food 
it could produce, and yet its farmers suffer 
severely from lack of income. 

Southern leaders for many years, of 
course, have urged the farmer to diversify. 
But Southern communities, Mr, LeMay ob- 
serves, have not fully and properly taken 
on the job of organizing processing facili- 
ties and markets to assemble and distribute 
what is or could be produced regionally. 

The solution to the South’s farm prob- 
lems may be in diversification of produc- 
tion, but it will be without meaning until 
the business people in the cities and towns, 
with their credit facilities and skills in pro- 
motion and merchandising, do a more ex- 
tensive job of organizing the Southern 
market, 


A Lesson in Subdivision Development 


No one is at fault but there is a good 
lesson to be learned in the development of 
the subdivision on Sunset Boulevard. It was 
the spark that set off the large-scale cons- 
truction of new residences in Elba so is 
; worth what it cost the city. We have no 
‘axe to grind with anyone but feel several 
_ things should be pointed out. 

First, J. D. Morrow is to be congratu- 
lated for seeing the demand for home lots 
and being the first to take action on the 
need. Anxious to get expansion in Elba 
started on a large scale, Mayor Mullins and 
the council agreed to furnish utilities to 
that area as fast as they could, They were 
right in making this commitment, 

However, the operation has been costly 
to the city and beneficial to the families 
who bought lots there. The initial expense 
incurred by the city was in putting in a 
small water main for the first half dozen 
houses built on the boulevard. After a few 
homes were built, construction had to be 
stopped until a larger water main was put 
in. FHA wouldn’t authorize loans on any 
more homes on the drive until a larger 
water supply was furnished, 

In due time the city ran an 8-inch 
water main through the subdivision, This 
lowered insurance rates for home owners 
because they then received fire protection. 
It also didn’t hurt property values any. 

Next improvement was the paved road, 
Home owners paid a share of this but got 
a bargain. Really a big chunk of money 
came out of the city treasury to put in the 
sewer line. For a sewer tapping fee of $7.50 
property owners on the boulevard received 
this valued service. 

. A “side expense” also totally carried 
by the city, is the extensive maintenance 
and repairs on the blacktop as it is dug up 
for one line after another. Presently, pro- 
perty owners getting their homes connect- 
ed to the sewage line, are making a series 
of “tank traps” in the road. 

As one of the early residents on the 
drive, the writer has reaped a good deal of 
personal profit from all the improvements 
paid for by the city. The home purchased 
five years ago has increased in value ins- 
tead of depreciating. Insurance rates have 
gone down and property values have gone

Money spent by the city on these im- 
provements cannot go towards bettering 
Street lights or hiring a full-time fireman, 
But it should have and has taught the 
town a lesson in development of subdivi- 
sions. The firm or individual Starting «9 
subdivision is now required to put in the 
utilities, streets and other improvements. 
This way they are charged against the per- 
sons who purchase lots and build homes 
instead of all the taxpayers in town, 

; Like was stated at the start of this 
editorial, no one is to blame and no indivi- 
dual made a real “killing” on the proposi- 
tion. In fact, it is probably the only way the 
building boom in Elba could have ‘been 
kicked off at that time. Everyone did right 
but Elba can't afford to do it more than 
once, 

Another interesting sidelight on the 
Sunset Boulevard subdivision has develop- 
ed. About the time the subdivision started 
the city had just taken over the light and 
water system and the Setup was probably 
strapped for funds. Consequently, REA was 
given authority to run lines and furnish 
current for the homes on the hill even 
though they were in the city limits. As 
more homes went up, REA naturally sup- 
plied them electricity, According to the in- 
formation we have, REA rates are the same 
as the city charges under the municipal 
power setup. 

But as more and more homes have been 
built in the area, the city has been casting 
covetous eyes at all these potential custo- 
mers being served by REA within the city 
limits. A slight tug-of-war has developed 
between the city and REA over Who shoulda 
have them as customers, 

By now RBA has a considerable invest- 
ment in wire, poles, meters and transform- 
ers that the city would have to buy if they 
took over. The city is willing. 

It will be interesting to see how it 
turns out. Stake of the residents of the 
area is negligible. REA service has been 
good and rates reasonable. Only difference 
the home owners would notice would he 
where they pay their bills, Charges shoulda 
remain the same.
